Marine Losses for January..The New

York Courier publishes a list of the vessels reportedto be totally lost during the month of
January, which shows a total of one hundred
and thirty-one vessels, of which, twenty-four
were ships, fourteen barque3, thirty-two brigs,
fifty-nine schoonerE, and two sloops. The C<m-
rier says:
"The total value of the property lost was

three millions seven hundred and thirty-four
thousand two hundred dollars. This is cxtlu-
eive of partial losses of cargo and damages to
vessels not amounting to a total loss, which, at
an estimate, would be likely to increase the
figures to something near five million dollars,
We do not think that there has ever before
been so large an amount of los3 reported in a

fingie month. The vessels reported in this
li«t are chiefly American, although some foreignare included, when bound to or from a

United S .ates port, or known to be insured in
this country. What proportion of the total is
insured abroad or at home, ai d what proportion
la'is on owners, it is impossible to estimate
with anything like accuracy.

" The number of lives actually reported to be
lost is eighty-one, bat if we add the crews of
the vessels reported to be "missing,'' in regard
to which all hope is abandoned, it swelia the
total to three hundred and eighty-three.a fearfiulsacrifice of human life to the pursuits of
commerce.

" The large merino losses of the last few
mentis are attributable in no small degree to
the increased tonnage of the ships built of late

ars. This augmented capacity renders them,
bv the disproportion to their strength, less fit to
withstand severe storms, and also increases
their libability to get aground on bars and
shoals.

' The following table shows that this tonnage
has more than doubled within the last forty
years: No. vcvO liuiit.

Important from Nicaragua.. The New
York Times of yesterday has the following :

Mr. E. N. Stagers, U. S. mail agent at San
Francisco, who left Greytown on the 22d of
January, informs U3 that advices had been receivedthere from General Walker to the 17th
of that month, which is eight or ten days later
than previous advices.
He states that the report which reached here

some days since by telegraph from New Orleans,that Greytown was in possession of the
Costa Ricans, was utterly untrue. He was
himself there for some time, and everything
was perfectly quiet.

Fifty-one men, who had served under Walker,and been discharged upon the expiration of
their term, had found their way to Greytown,
and reported that Walker's position at Riva3
had been undisturbed, and that he had from
450 to 500 effective men under hfs command.

.Some curious letters have been brought to
light.one from Morgan & Sons to General
Walker, and another, said to be from George
Law to General Henningseu.both accompaniedby a large supply of arms ana ammunition.
An exciting scene had taken p'ace in consequenceof the unwarranted interference of the

British. Captain Erskine, it seems, had
s< arched amongst Walker's recruits for British
subjects, and bad threatened Colonel Lockridge
with the adoption of forcible means, if he refusedto give them np. The Colonel had no

power to resist, and some dozen of his men left
him, and availed themselves of the offer of
British protection. The Colonel, however, solemnlyprotested against this interference, and
General Wheat seized the opportunity to make
a patriotic speech, which was greatly applauded
by the recruits who remained to share the fortuneand work the deliverence of Gea. Walker.

CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN GEN. SCOTT

AND SECRETARY DAVIS.

Washington, February 4..The correspondencebetween General Scott and Secretary Davisis quite voluminous. From a hasty examinationof the various documents, it appears
that General Scott declined to give open and
specific information to Mr. Davis, regarding
the expenditure of the secret service money in
Mexico, believing that no obligation of public
or private honor, according to the usages of
nations and armies, required him to disclose
names and circumstances. He however expresseda willingness to give such information for
his private ear alone, which the Secretary said
he was willing to receive in confidence. In November,1855, the President of the United
States writes to Secretary Davis, saying, in
Bubstance." General Scott states two grounds
on which he has learned that I hesitated to allow
the five per cent, commission. It is proper to
remark that he has been misinformed or misapprehendedmy position. He himself fixed
3} per cent., which he might properly receive
for his disbursements in Mexico; and a balancestruck upon that basis was the subject of
conversation between us."

Mr. Davis, in response to the President, informshim that General Scott had charged him
if :.L 0*f\ -li -r l

sen wim uie sum 01 5 ail 01 waitQ)
excepting $.50,000, were levied and captured in
Mexico,and took credit for disbursing $255,541,
leaving $5,155 withheld by General Scott on
hia account. This balance the President authorizedGeneral Scott, through the Secretary
of War, to retain.

General Scott, in a letter dated New York,
December, 1855, writes that there are two items,
making $11,885, against him, as not admitted
or disallowed by the President on account of
live per cent, charged by him on all moneys
disbursed. He says it was entirely within the
competency of the President to allow that
charge, and he *sks that suit be brought against
him by the Government to recover the amount
claimed to be ':ue by him, nearly $0,000. But
the President declined to enter suit. There
are many explf .nations relative to these figures,
but the financial parts of the transaction cannotbe fairly understood by this ruere reference
to the subject.
Among the documents is the opinion of AttorneyGenera^ Cashing, dated Jauuary, 1850,

to the effect that the act creating the grade of
Lieutenant General does not confer upon GeueralScott all the authority which was imposed
by the law of 17118 upon Washington, who was

thereby made the commander of the armies,
while General Sec It was appointed Lieutenant
General by order of the President of the UnitedStates. It carries retrospective pay and
emoluments, but not retrospective authority.

General Scott's correspondence with the officersof the Government goes back as far as
1848, and that be tween him and the Secretary
of War, during -855, contains the following
features: Mr. D^vis, on July 25th, says."I
leave unnoticed the exhibition of peevish temperin reply to t^n inquiry from this Department,"Ac. General Scott replies, July JO.
" It would be <ia8^to show that the whole letter
in which you i.barge me with exhibiting a peevishtemper is as liippant in its statements and
logic as in that accusation." Certainly, as Secretaryof Wa", yciu have done enough to warrantmore than 11 suspicion that from the first
you have considered it your special mission, byrepeated aggression on my rights and feelings,
to goad mo iUto some perilous attitude of officialopposition. *

" To prove, mj. long forbearance, (for at my
time of life a 1 asgry discussions are painful,)I will now proceed to enumerate some of the
provocations alluded to, without dilating in this
place on your partisan hostility to the brevet
of Lieutenant General, and to the compensation

There
are" beauties injit which ought not to be lost,
an<| it 6hall not*be my fault if I do not render
yot-.r part of thin correspondence a memorable
example to be shunned by your successors."

The Russians in China.Important Privileges

Recently Acquired.
From the Pays, January 34.

By our special correspondence from St. Petersburg,of the lGth inat., we obtain important
news.

It appears that Russia has obtained from the
Court of Pekin the privilege, that she has solicitedfor many years, to trade at the live ports
of China open to other nations.

This favor was refused until now, upon the
ground that for a century Russia had the monopolyof Chinese commerce on land, and a legationin the capital of the empire.

The proceedings of the Senate were without
general interest.

HOUSE.
Mr. Nichols, of Ohio, moved to reconsider

A message was received from the Senate, announcingthe adoption, by that body, of the followingresolution :

The resolution was adopted.
Mr. Jones, of Tennessee, and Mr. Howard,

of Michigan, were appointed tellers on the part
of the House.
The House resumed the consideration of the

bill of the Senate to expedite telegraphic communicationfor the uses of the Government in
its foreign intercourse.the question being on

seconding the demand for the previous question.
Decided in the negative.yeas 43, nays not

counted.
Mr. Pennington, of New Jersey, moved to

strike out the words "fifty years," and insert in
lieu thereof the words "at all times," in the
proviso which reads " that the United States
and the citizens thereof shall enjoy the use of
the said submarine telegraph communication
for a period of fifty years, on the same terms
and conditions which Bhall be stipulated in favorof the Government of Great Britain and the
subjects thereof," &c. He observed that the
proviso as it stood limited the advantages which
the United States were to derive from the proposedcontract to fifty years, as similar to those
which were to be granted to the Government'of
Great Britain. The object of his amendment
was to extend the term beyond fifty years, and
to make it applicable to all future time.

Mr. Smith, of Virginia opposed the bill, remarkingthat it contained perhaps the moat remarkableproposition to be found in the history
of a free Government, and especially a Governiment which existed with but limited powers.
iie aeniea me consuiuuonai power 01 me governmentin the premises, and desired to know
whence gentlemen derived the authority to enterinto a scheme appropriating large sums of
the public money in support of an enterprise
entirely beyond the jurisdiction of the Government,with its termini located ia foreign
parts.

Mr. Seward, of Georgia, gave the views which
would induce him to vote for the bill. If the

f Government possessed the power to enter into
, postal treaties with foreign nations, and to f>ay
f eight hundred thousand dollars pftr annum to
l support an ocean mail steamer system, in his

estimation it had the power to bring upon this
, cable, and at less expense, the same intelligence
l which we received through a medium sustained

at such great cost. The construction of this
line would be a great benefit, and be thought
that a great good would be achieved when the

f merchant in the city of Savannah could inquire
the price of cotton, and receive an answer with

. scarcely an hour's delay.
Mr. Mace, of Indiana, regarded the question

Mr. 8tanton, of Ohio, remarked that the idea

on wool, contending that the growth of that
article was as much a matter of national importanceas were manufactures, and equally

arid repeal all laws which excluded foreign
vessels from the coasting trade. Let us (said
he) have a fair free field and an open fight, or
else a just system of protection.

Mr. Letcher, of Virginia, referred to the
large surplus in the Treasury, and appealed to
all who desired to save the country from a commercialrevulsion such as had never been experienced,to join him in the adoption of a

measure which would reduce the revenue and
preserve to the people the right to retain in
their own hands the products of their labor.
He held, that while the Government had the
right to arrange its scale of duties for the purposeof supplying its treasury with so much as

might be necessary to carry on its operations
economically, it had no right, in laying those
duties, to look to any other consideration than
to the acquisition of revenue. He opposed the
bill of the majority of the Committee of Ways
and Means, agreeing with the gentleman who
had preceded him, that it was a thorough manufacturers'bill.

Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, theu obtained the
floor, when the Committee rose.

Mr. H. Marshall, of Kentucky, moved that
the Committee have leave to take a recess;
which motion was agreed to.
The House then again went into Committee,

when, at half-past four o'clock, a recess was
taken until seven, for the purpose of continuing
the discussion.

Evening Session..The Committee reassembledat seven o'clock.
Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, reviewed the tariff

question. He stated that he was in favor of a

protective tariff, and preferred American manufacturesto those of foreign countries. He
argued at considerable length to show that, if
this bill should pass, wool would be imported
duty free. He stated that ho should vote for
certain amendments to the bill, and, if they
were agreed to, he should vote for the bill.

Mr. Taylor, of Louisiana, regretted that the
House was called upon to decide upon the
dangerous questions involved in this bill in a
manuer far too hasty for safety. He referred
to the past legislation of Congress upon the subjectof the tariff, and showed that the greatest
increase in the production of sugar had taken
place in Louisiana and Cuba, and that its
greatest increase of consumption was in Great
Britain and the United States.

Mr. Colfax, of Indiana, spoke in favor of free
sugar; aud, while thanking the majority of the
Ways and Means Committee for allowing him
to argue for the 6ugar consumers before them
while preparing their tariff, and for the reductionthey propose to ten per cent., urged that
the change should be not a partial, but an entireone, by making it free, as tea and coffee

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was not needed for revenue purposes, the
treasury being already overflowing; and that
as a practical experiment, having been tried
for sixty years, it had utterly failed, the crop
having virtually run out. He argued that oneeighthof the whole tariff receipts last year
were collected from sugar and molasses, makingtweaty-five millions of consumers pay a
tax as needless as oppressive ; that the total
home product was not one-sixth of the consumption;that New Orleans itself imported
twenty-five million pounds of foreign sugar last
year, aud Baltimore forty-three millions ; that
the whole crop of the country was insufficient
to supply the farmers of the Mississippi Valley
alone, leaving the remainder of the whole countryto draw their supply from abroad; that
more duty had been paid on imported sugar
last year than the whole amount raised in this
country would have cost at Havaua, and that
it would therefore have been a saving to have
repealed the tax, and given the whole amount
as a bounty to the sugar planters to consent to
the repeal; that if the Chinese sugar cane
recently introduced nrovcd half as valuable as
id claimed for it, sugar would not need protectionany more than corn or cord wood. He
expressed the opinion, that if the question of
free sugar was submitted to the voters of every
Congressional district in the Union, not twenty
out of the two hundred and thirty-four would
vote no.

Mr. Boyce, of South Carolina, obtained the
floor, wheu the Committee rose, and at a quarterpast 9 o'clock the House adjourned.
